IF  by  Materia  Medica  we  are  to 
underftand  only  a  Catalogue  of 
fuch  Simples  as  are  -in  the  prefent 
practice*  or  what  an  Apothecary’s  Shop, 
fituated  in  fome  populous  City,  is  fup- 
plied  with,  the  prefent  undertaking 
might  be  cenfured  as  fuperfluous  ->  but 
if  by  Materia  Medica  we  underftand, 
as  I  do,  a  Catalogue  comprehending 
fuch  Simples  as,  by  reafon  of  their 
real  ufefulnefs  and  frequency,  ought 
to  be  in  pra&ice,  and  adapted  to  the 
country  in  general  wherefoever  it  is 

b  publifhed. 
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publifhed,  and  of  immediate  fervice 
to  thofe  who  either  p radii fe  in  popu¬ 
lous  cities  or  remote  places  3  it  is  hoped 
that  the  furniihing  materials  forTuch 
a  Catalogue  can  hardly  be  deemed  an 
ufelefs  Appendage  to  the  London  and 
Edinburgh  Difpenfatories ;  and  the 
compilers  of  thefe  undoubtedly  de~ 
ferve  our  thanks  for  ridding  us  of 
many  fuperfmities  :  yet,  as  no  human 
compofition  can  be  perfed,  it  is  pre¬ 
fumed  that  an  endeavour  on  the  other 
hand  to  fupply  certain  defeds,  and 
furnifh  materials  for  fome  future 
Pharmacopoeia,  will  not  m erit  cenfure. 

When  the  Medical  Tyro  fets  out 
on  the  ftudy  of  the  materials  with 
which  he  is  to  work,  it  muft  be  fup- 
pofed  he  will  have  recourfe  to  what- 
foever  is  eftablifhed  as  the  ftandard 

in 
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in  the  country  where  he  lives  :  Such 
in  England  is  the  'Materia  Me  die  a  pre-  • 
fixed  to  the  London  Difpenfatory 
publifhed  in  1746,  and  which  is  efta- 
bliffied  as  our  ftandard  in  Ireland  by 
the  College  of  Phyficians  in  Dublin ; 
which  yet,  efpecially  as  to  the  Plants, 
wants  a  Materia  Medica  more  pecu¬ 
liarly  appropriated  to  itfelf. 

In  the  year  1724  the  College  of 
London  published  one  of  the  moil 
copious  Catalogues  of  Officinal  Sim¬ 
ples  in  Europe ;  but  in  their  laft 
Revifal  thereof  of  1 746,  they  have  very 
jufdy  rejedled  many  fu peril uo us  Ar¬ 
ticles  j  neverthelefs,  it  is  more  than 
probable,  that,  with  the  lopping  off 
thofe  fuperfluities,  they  have  not  fpared 
feveral  excellent  and  ufeful  Simples, 
which  have  not  only  the  fandtion  of 

b  2  *  Antiquity, 
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Antiquity,  but  Experience,  for  their 
recommendation. 

The  College  of  'Edinburgh ,  now  the 
School  of  Phyfic,  feem  to  have  pro¬ 
ceeded  further  in  indulging  the  lpirit 
of  retrenching;  and  indeed  both  Col¬ 
leges  have  too  evidently  betrayed  an 
unjuft  contempt  of  our  indigenous 
Plants,  even  of  fuch  as  are  equally 
ufeful,  and  far  more  common  and  eafy 
to  be  procured  than  divers  of  thofe 
they  have  thought  fit  to  retain.  In¬ 
deed,  they  both  feem  to  have  given 
too  much  countenance  to  that  fantaf- 
tical  maxim,  Cara  qua:  rara ,  &  vice 
verfa ;  whereas  wife  men  will  ac¬ 
knowledge,  with  gratitude,  the  bounty 
of  Divine  Providence  in  furnifhing 
mankind  in  the  greateft  plenty,  with 
thofe  things  which  at  the  fame  time 
are  the  moft  ufeful and  furely,  as

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a  Materia  Me  die  a  ought  to  be  framed 
for  general  ufe,  it  ought  to  be  ac¬ 
commodated  to  the  fervice  not  only 
of  Citizens,  but  of  Phyfieians  in  re¬ 
mote  places  refidittg  in  the  Country. 


A  Phyfician  of  London  or  Dublin, 
who  had  no  other  ftandard  for  his 
Materia  Medica  than  either  of  the  two 
above-named,  were  he  to  be  removed 
to  any  part  of  the  Country,  would^ 
on  many  occafions,  find  himfelf  at  a 
great  lofs ;  whereas  he  who  had  ex¬ 
tended  his  fhidies  to  Botany  and  Na¬ 
tural  Hiftory,  would  find  ample  fiip- 
plies  afforded  by  the  bountiful  hand 
of  Nature,  as  in  the  Alimentary  wray^ 
fo  in  the  Medicinal;  fo  that  as  in 


time  of  famine  it  were  fcarce  poffible 
for  the  Botanift  to  fifarve,  fo  in  the 
practice  of  Phyfic,  in  a  remote  fitua- 
tion,  a  variety  of  Medicines  of  like

qualities  and  operations,  and  equally 
conducive  to  his  end,  would  readily 
occur  to  him.  And  as  I  have  had  this 
in  view,  I  have  fpecilied  and  added 
not  fo  much  the  Plants  which,  what¬ 
ever  virtues  they  may  be  poffeffed  of, 
are  either  ftrangers  to  our  climate,  or 
very  difficult  to  be  procured,  fuch  as 
Cole  hi  cum,  Flammula  Jovis ,  &c.  but 
rather  fuch  as  abound  with  us,  parti¬ 
cularly  in  Ireland . 

Moreover, when  it  is  confidered  what 
a  fluctuating  fa bje 61  the  Materia  Me¬ 
dic  a  is,  and  how  much  faffiion  pre¬ 
vails,  even  in  this  ferious  affair,  fo. 
far  that  a  Medicine  which  was  cried 
up  to  the  flues  at  one  time,  ihall,  in 
a  period  lefs  than  forty  or  fifty  years, 
link  into  oblivion,  and  give  way  to 
another  more  modiih  in  its  turn;  it 
will  become  neceflary  for  the  Student 

of 
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of  Phyfic  to  enlarge  his  view  much 
farther  than  to  fuch  Medicines  as  are 
now  in  common  Practice,  or  are  found 
in  either  of  the  above  named  Catalogues, 
and  even  to  have  recourfe  to  the  ancient 
Fathers  of  Phyfic,  whofe  teftimonies, 
purged  from  the  ambiguity  of  ancient 
and  modern  Appellations,  are  worthy  of 
regard,  and  many  of  the  Virtues  hand¬ 
ed  down  by  them  to  us  have  hood 
the  teft  of  Ages  ;  for  want  of  an  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  which,  we  not  unfre- 
quently  obferve  the  Virtues  of  many 

Simples  well  known  to  the  Ancients,

us  with  no  fmall  number  and  variety 
of  medicines  of  like  fenfible  qualities, 
operations,  and  virtues,  and  thofe  the 
productions  of  different  places  and 
countries,  as  alfo  of  different  feafons 
of  the  year ;  by  which  means  the 
Phyfician  may,  when  one  fails,  fub- 
fiitute  another  of  equal  efficacy,  to 
the  great  advantage  of  his  patient  on 
many  emergencies.

to 
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to  the  Lift  of  their  former  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  feveral  new  articles  hitherto 
deemed  little  lefs  than  poifonous,  but 
by  medical  fagacity  converted  into 
efficacious  medicines  ;  yet  upon  a  re¬ 
view  of  the  foregoing  Catalogue,  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  fo  far  from  endeavouring 
to  fupply  the  deficiencies  mentioned 
in  the  London  Catalogue,  that  they 
feem  to  have  indulged  the  fpirit  of 
retrenching  yet  further,  and  to  have 
manifefted  no  lefs  a  negledt  of  divers 
ufeful  articles,  as  well  as  of  our  indi¬ 
genous  plants. 

Thus,  among  the  Acids,  they 
have,  indeed,  fupplied  us  with  the

As  to  the  Sweets,  they  have  left 
the  Apothecary’s  fhop  deftitute  not 
only  of  Figs,  Raifms,  and  Dates, 
but  of  Honey,  and  even  of  Sugar  for 
his  Syrups  and  Juleps. 

I  proceed  next,  with  a  view  to  ref- 
cue  from  negledt  and  oblivion  the 
above  enumerated  Articles,  to  give  a. 
fhort  iketch  of  their  virtues  and  ufe- 
fulnefs  on  many  emergencies,  from 
authority  and  experience ;  prefixing 
the  letters  L.  &  E.  or  L,  or  E.  to- 
each,  in  order  to  fhew  where  they  are 
wanting;  only  making  this  prelimi¬ 
nary  obfervation.  That  the  operation, 
of  any  medicine  is  fo  far  from  being 
a  certain  or  determinate  thing,  that

cus  as  a  diuretic,  as  long  as  we  are  very 
liberally  fupplied  with  this ;  which, 
by  the  teftimony  of  Van  Helmont  and 
others,  is  found  to  have  powerful 
effe6ls  in  expelling  fmall  ftones  which 
flick  in  the  urinary  paffages  after  the 
expulfion  of  a  large  done,  and  per¬ 
haps  more  effectual  for  this  purpofe 
than  if  it  were  hotter — being  a  grate¬ 
ful 
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ful  aromatic,  balfamic  medicine.

This  alfo  is  juftly  retained  by  the 
College  of  Edinburgh,  being,  efpeci- 
ally  the  root,  mildly  bitter  and  fweet, 
with  a  flight  acrimony ;  and  fo  it  is 
deobftruent  without  heating,  and  is 
not  rafhly  recommended  in  coughs 
attended  with  bloody  and  purulent 
fpits  and  night-fweats — milk  frefh 
drawn  being  poured  on  the  leaves  and 
roots,  and  taken  every  morning  ;  and 
to  thofe  of  flatulent  ftomachs  Fuller 

orders  it  to  be  bruited,  and  put  in  a

Is  juillv  retained  in  the  'Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory,  being  an  aromatic,  like 
Angelica,  though  of  a  ftronger  fcent, 
efpecially  the  root  and  feed ;  and  the 
whole  plant  abounds  with  a  yellow 
gum-refinous  juice,  faid  to  be  like 
Opopanax.  The  leaf  or  root  might  be 
added  to  the  feed  ;  becaufe,  being 
bruifed,  and  applied  with  meal,  fait, 
and  wine,  they  are  faid  to  be  an  ex¬ 
cellent  difcutient  in  external  applica^ 
tion  ;  and  the  root  and  feed  are  much 
recommended  as  excellent  carmina¬ 
tives,  diuretics,  and  emmenagogues.

H  E  following  hints,  derived 
JL  partly  from  my  own  experi¬ 
ments,  and  partly  from  thofe  of  a  fa- 
gacious  apothecary,  Henry  Barton ,  and 
who  was  an  honour  to  his  profeflion, 
I  fhall  deliver,  for  the  moft  part,  in  no 
other  order,  than  as  the  fubjedts  of 

V  ,  ' 

them  occur  in  the  courfe  of  the  me¬ 
dicines  defcribed  in  the  London  Dif- 
penfatory ;  where  I  find  that  which  is 
called  Rob  and  the  article  of  Extradts 
to  be  among  the  firft;and  confequently 
any  hints  concerning  thefe  ought  to 
precede  any  other.  However,  inafmuch 
as  the  two  preparations  mentioned  are 
only  the  rcfdua  left  upon  the  exhala¬ 
tion 
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tion  of  the  volatile  parts ;  I  {hall,  in 
this  inftance,  take  the  liberty  of  de¬ 
viating  from  this  order,  by  beginning 
with  Dijiilled Waters,  which  were  pur- 
pofely  drawn  by  no  greater  a  degree 
of  heat  than  that  of  the  cold Jlill . 

Now,  in  the  courfeof  thefe  experi¬ 
ments,  two  things  occurred  to  my  ob- 
fervation  concerning  Diftilled  Waters, 
which  I  apprehend  it  may  not  be  ufe- 
lefs  to  premife. 

I.  Whatever  may  be  faid  of  Simple 
Bitters,  that  they  do  not  rife  in  diftil- 
lation;  I  find  that  the  Aromatic  Bitters 
do  in  fome  degree  fend  over  not  only 
their  aromatic  and  pungent  particles, 
but  alfo  thofe  in  which  the  bitternefs 
refides.  For  it  is  a  common  obfervation 
among  Apothecaries,  that  in  diftilling

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the  Aqua  Alexiteria  Simplex ,  the 
Worm- wood  frequently  emits  fuch 
a  quantity  of  effential  oil,  as  to  be'of- 
fenfive  by  its  bitternefs;  and  more¬ 
over,  I  found  that  the  Roman  Worm¬ 
wood,  Tanfy,  Feverfew,  and  Marum 
Syriacum ,  each  gave  a  warm  and  bit¬ 
ter  water ;  alfo,  each  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  herbs  gave  a  bitter  water,  though 
in  a  lefs  degree  than  the  foregoing, 
viz.  Angelica,  Lavender,  Sage,  Mar¬ 
joram,  Lavender-cotton,  Germander, 
Chamomile,  Lemon-peel,  and  Orange^ 
peel.

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II.  It  is  allowed  that  the  principal 
of  our  Didilled  Waters  are  furniihed 
by  Aromatics,  whofe  adtive  particles 
are  capable  of  being  preferved  by  this 
means ;  and  herein  I  found  them  to 
differ  greatly  from  the  plants  called 
Acrid  Antifforbutics,  at  leaf!:  from  the 
following,  viz .  Cochlearia ,  Raphanus 
Xujlicanus ,  Porrum ,  Najlurtiiim ,  Eryji - 
mum,  Phlajpi  Jiliquis  latis ,  Cardamine, 
Allium  urjinum, Eruca  ?narina,zn&Per- 
Jicaria  acris  ;  the  acrimony  of  moil  of 
which  is  of  fo  volatile  a  nature,  as  to 
be  either  entirely  loft  in  the  operation, 
or  not  to  keep  long ;  fo  that  only  the 
Cochlearia  and  Raphanus  gave  over  an 
acrid  water  :  but  even  in  thefe  the 
acrimony  is  not  lading,  nor  is  preferved 
but  by  fpirits,  as  in  the  Aqua  Raphani 
Compojita ,  thefe  plants  having  very 
little  effential  oil.

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Thus  it  appears,  that  the  acrimony 
of  the  plants  laft  enumerated,  is  of  a 
much  more  volatile  kind  that  that  of 
the  Aromatic. 

I  have,  however,  found  among  our 
Ranunculi ,  fome  whofe  acrimony  is  at 
leaft  of  an  equally  fixed  nature,  and  ca¬ 
pable  of  being  preferved,  as  that  of  the 
Aromatics;  for  our  Ranunculus  bulbofus 
and  the  Ranunculus  ere 51  us  acris  gave 
over,  in  my  ufual  procefs  by  the  cold 
ftill,  a  water  of  a  burning  acrimony, 
which  it  retained  entire  for  twelve 
months ;  which  fhews  a  fpecific  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  acrimony  of  thefe 
Ranunculi  and  the  above  Antifcor- 
butics.

I  have  met  but  with  one  inftance 
of  the  medical  ufe  of  Waters  diftilled 
from  the  Ranunculus  bulbofus ,  and

I  proceed  next  to  enumerate  fuch 
Waters  as  I  obtained  moflly  by  the 
cold  ftill,  efpecially  of  Simples  eafily 
procurable,  and  which,  retaining  the 
native  fmell  and  tafte  of  their  refpec- 
tive  Simples,  are  worth  preferving, 
though  not  mentioned  in  either  of  the 
Colleges,  viz.

The  leaves  of  Smallage  gave  a  very 
ftrong  water,  retaining  the  fmell  and 

tafte

Germanise,  C.  B.  Common  Ca- 
lamint . 

Abounds  in  effential  oil ;  and  its 
water  is  ftronger  than  that  of  Peni- 
royal,  and  of  a  tafte  between  that  of 
Peniroyal  and  Peppermint. 

Gallii  iutei  folia  ET  FLORES, 

Ladies  Bedjiraw , 

Yields  a  volatile  acid  in  diftilla- 
tion,  wherein  this  plant  wholly  dif¬ 
fers  from  Sorrel  and  other  Vegetable 
Acids,  which  acidity  it  retained  a  year 
after  it  was  drawn ;  and  this  peculia¬ 
rity  feems  to  entitle  it  to  further  re¬ 
gard  in  pra&ice. 


Hip- 
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Hipposelini  folia,  Alexanders . 
Yields  a  ftrong  aromatic  water,  and 
which  retained  its  ftrength  at  the  end 
of  two  years  after  it  was  drawn. 


Limonum  Cortex. 


The  London  College  mention  the 
Orange-peeh  but  omit  intirely  that 
of  the  Lemon  ;  the  diftilled  water  of

which,  for  both  its  frequency  and  mo  ft 
grateful  aromatic  fmell  and  flavour, 
certainly  deferves  a  place  here,  as  a 
fit  ingredient  in  juleps.  That  which 
I  drew  by  the  cold  ftill  retained  its 
ftrength  above  three  years.  It  abounds 
with  eflential  oil. 


Marum  Syriacum. 

The  diftilled  water  retained  the  aro¬ 
matic  and  pungent  fmell  of  the  herb, 
when  kept  three  years.

Gives  a  water  faturated  with  effen- 
tial  oil,  and  perhaps  fuperior  to  Peni- 
royal.

Is  a  moft  grateful  aromatic,  and 
abounds  with  us,  and  yields  an  agree¬ 
able  diftilled  water. 

Tanacetum. 

Gives  a  ftrong  water,  and  worth 
keeping. 

Laftly,  we  are  of  late  fupplied  with 
an  excellent  fubftitute  for  Cinnamon 
water,  viz* 

CaSSIJE  LIGNEiE  JERMTNA,  Cajfia 
buds . 

The  diflillcd  water  of  thefe  has 
the  tafte  of  Cinnamon  Water,  and  is 
richer  in  the  effential  oil,  and  at  the 
fame  time  much  cheaper. 


Ulmaria.

Yields  a  water  of  an  agreeable  fmell 
and  flavour  ;  and  as  its  volatile  parts 
feem  to  be  free  from  the  noxious 
qualities  fuppofed  in  the  Aqua  Cera - 
forum  nigrorum ,  perhaps  it  might 
make  a  ufeful  fubftitute.

To  DistilledW aters,  by  reafon

of  their  affinity,  may  be  fubjoined. 

Essential  Oils,  particularly  that 
of  Cloves,  Origanum,  and  Cum¬ 
min,  omitted  in  the  'Edinburgh  Dif- 
penfatory,  but  juftly  retained  in  the 
London  ;  and  Lemon  Peel,  worthy 
to  be  adopted  by  both,  as  it  was- 
in  the  Edinburgh  Difpenfatory,  1756* 
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Of  Extracts  and  Inspissated 

Juices. 

I  PROCEED  next  to  confider  the 
more  fixed  parts  of  vegetables,  whether 
they  be  the  refidua  left  upon  deco&ion 
or  diflillation,  called  Extracts,  or  the 
infpiflated  juices  of  Fruits,  common¬ 
ly  called  Robs . 

.  *  \ 

On  the  former  of  thofe  articles, 
Both  Difpenfatories  have  been  pretty 
copious,  but  in  the  latter  extremely 
penurious,  fo  as  to  have  given  only 
one,  viz.  that  of  Elder-berries,  tho’, 
indeed,  th z  Edinburgh  of  1756  gave 
us  alfo  the  jellies  of  Currants,  Ber¬ 
berries,  and  Quinces ;  but  thefe  being 
mixed  with  fugar,are  not  fimple  Robs ; 
the  ufefulnefs  of  which,  prepared 
without  fugar,  I  intend  to  fhew : 
but,  previous  to  this,  it  will  be  of  ufe 
to  confider  the  article  of  Extra&s. 

How 
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Now,  I  found  in  no  fm«M  number 
and  variety  of  Vegetables  which  I  tried, 
that  when  the  decaCtions  of  them  were 
protracted  until  they  attained  a  con- 

liftence  a  little  thinner  than  that  of 

/ 

common  ExtraCt,  they  all  acquired 
fome  degree  of  acidity,  which  acidity 
became  much  more  evident  in  the 
ExtraCt,  fo  as  to  be  manifeft  to  the 
tafte. 

This  was  the  cafe  of  the  Bitters, 
particularly  Worm- woody  Chamomile, 
Germander,  Centaury ,  Hops ,  Gentian , 
and  the  Peruvian  Bark .  It  was  alfo 
the  cafe  with  the  Aromatics ,  particu¬ 
larly  Angelica ,  Lavender ,  and  Lovage  -> 
the  Extracts  of  which  manifefted  an 
acidity  to  the  tafte,  as  likewife  by  their 
ebullition,  with  fome  of  the  folid  Al- 
calis  added  to  them;  as  did  alfo  the 
Extracts  drawn  from  thofe  called  the 

L  Volatile 
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Volatile  Antifcorbutics ,  particularly 
Scurvy- grafs ,  Water-creffes ,  Hedge - 
Mujlard ,  Leeks ,  Radifhes ,  and  Car  da- 
mine  ;  as  likewife  did  the  famed  Extract 
of  the  Cicuta .

Moreover,  the  fame  appearances 
were  alfo  exhibited,  even  by  the  Sweets 
as  well  as  the  Bitters  j  particularly  the 
Extract  from  the  leaves  of  the  Beilis 
major  acquires  an  acidity ;  alfo  the 
Extract  of  Liquorice  excited  an  ebul¬ 
lition  with  the  folid  Alcalis.  Trea¬ 
cle  alfo  is  another  inftance,  for  it  alfo 
excited  a  froth  with  Sal  C.  C. 

Thefe  experiments  feem  to  tend  to 
leffen  our  efleem  of  Extracts  in  gene¬ 
ral  ;  fo  that  wherever  the  fubflance,  or 
infufion,  or  decoftion,  or  juice  of  a 
plant  can  be  got,  we  are  at  leaf!  much 
furer  of  getting  its  intire  virtues  than 

in 
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In  the  Extract,  forafmuch  as,  in  the 
progrefs  of  this  operation,  the  native 
qualities  of  the  plant  are  depraved  by 
the  fupervening  acidity  induced  ;  and 
as  it  is  an  eflabliflied  maxim,  particu¬ 
larly  as  to  Bitters,  that  thefe  and  Acids 
counteract  each  other,  the  firfl:  are  fo 
far  enervated  by  the  combined  Acid.

now  proceed  to  the  confideration 

of  fome  few  Extracts  in  ufe,  and  to

tories.

The 
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The  Extract  of  Centaury  is  juftly 
retained  in  thz  Edinburgh  Difpenfatory 
of  1756,  tho’  rejected  fince,  and  may 
fuperfede  that  of  Gentian ;  and  the 
rather,  becaufe  the  Gentian  has  of 
late  years  been  adulterated  by  a  cer¬ 
tain  poifonous  root. 

The  fruit  of  the  Cynojbatos  is  or¬ 
dered  in  the  London  Difpenfatory  in 
the  form  of  a  conferve,  and  that  with 
a  large  proportion  of  Sugar ;  but  I 
have  kept  an  Extradl  from  it  prepared 
without  Sugar  three  years,  and  it  was 
not  mufty,  but  retained  the  grateful 
fweet-acid  tafte.\ 

The  Extradl  of  Cicuta  alfo  deferves 
a  place  among  Extracts  of  real  ufe; 
but  I  beg  leave  to  offer  a  new  prepara¬ 
tion  of  it,  of  which  I  have  experi¬ 
enced 
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* 

enced  the  fame  effedts  as  an  Anodyne, 
and  which  indeed  anfwers  to  that  of 
the  Ancients,  and  is  probably  prefer¬ 
able  to  that  prepared  by  the  lire,  as 
being  lefs  deprived  of  the  volatile 
parts,  viz.  From  a  pint  of  the  juice 
decanted  from  the  fediment,  and 

1 

ftrained,  and  then  expofed  to  the  heat 
of  the  fun  three  days,  I  obtained  an 
ounce  and  a  half  of  Extradt. 

N.  B.  The  Ancients  alfo  made  an 
Extradt  from  the  juice  of  Hen¬ 
bane  by  the  fun,  which  they  pre- 
lerved  for  ufe  as  an  Anodyne.

The  Extradt  of  the  Hedera  terrejiris , 
tho’  not  mentioned  by  either  College, 
may  well  deferve  to  be  adopted  :  for 
Cartheufer  obferves  the  moft  adtive

parts  of  this  plant  to  lie  in  a  fixed 

L  3  gummy 
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gummy  fubftance,  and  that  the  wa¬ 
tery  Ex  trad:  is  much  ftronger  than 
the  fpirituous ;  which  was  confirmed 
in  my  Experiments,  there  being  a 
remarkable  heat  in  the  former ;  and 
fo  it  may  be  worth  preparing,  the  fre¬ 
quency  and  ufefulnefs  of  the  plant 
recommending  it,  confidercd. 

But  befides  thefe,  there  are  other 
Simples  which  are  more  proper  fub- 
jedds  for  Extracts  and  I  nfpiffated  Juices 
than  mod:  of  thofe  abovementioned, 
viz.  of  the  acid  kind,  tho’  but  little 
noticed  for  this  purpofe ;  fo  that  I  find 
but  two  in  both  Difpenfatories  or¬ 
dered  for  Ample  Rolfs  or  Infpiffated 
Juices,  that  is,  Elder-berries  in  the 
London ,  and  Sloes  in  the  Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory  of  1756. 

Oranges 
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Oranges  and  Lemons,  and  the  Mi¬ 
neral  Acids  have  in  a  great  meafure 
fupphnted  a  proper  regard  to  our  na¬ 
tive  vegetable  acids ;  but  as  the  Oranges 
and  Lemons  are  not  always  to  be  got, 
the  other  may  well  fupply  their  place  ; 
being  equally,  and  fome  of  them  more 
faponaceous ;  and  in  feveral  cafes  pre¬ 
ferable  to  the  rough  Mineral  Acids. 

Thus  an  Extract  of  Sorrel  or  Wood 
Sorrel  is  not  once  mentioned  in  either 
Difpenfatory,  altho’  thefe  plants,  when 
green  (for  they  lofe  their  acidity  when 
dry,  even  as  thofe  called  the  Volatile 
Antifcorbutics  do  their  acrimony), 
furnifh  a  very  large  proportion  of  a 
gratefully  acid  Extract ;  fo  that  from 
three  ounces  of  the  decodion  of  the 
rejidnum  in  the  ftill,  of  the  firft  I  got 
nearly  fix  drams  of  Extract,  and  from 
the  fecond  above  feven  drams  of  Ex- 

L  4  trad:. 
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trad:,  which  is  preferable  to  the  plants 
themfelves,  or  their  juices  in  their 
crude  date ;  fo  far,  that  it  is^much 
flronger,  being  the  genuine  acid  of 
the  plant  concentred  or  feparated  from 
the  aqueous  particles. 

Befides  thefe,  moft  of  our  Horary 
Fruits  will  admit  of  the  like  prepa¬ 
ration  ;  fo  that  we  may  be  furnifhed 
with  whatfoever  is  of  real  ufe  in  them, 
either  in  the  way  of  diet  or  medicine 
(the  flavour  perhaps  of  fome  of  them 
excepted),  in  the  midft  of  winter;  and 
thefe  are  more  worthy  of  attention, 
as  being  of  a  more  mild  and  fapona- 
ceous  quality  than  either  Sorrel,  Le¬ 
mons,  or  Oranges. 

Indeed  the  Edinburgh  Difpenfatory 

of  1756  gives  the  preparation  of  fome 
pf  thefe  under  the  appellation  of  Ge- 

latina. 
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latina ,  particularly  that  of  Currants , 
Berberries ,  and  Quinces,  but  always 
with  a  large  proportion  of  Su- 
gar ;  which  weakens  the  acid,  and 
makes  the  mixture  more  apt  to  fer¬ 
ment.  I  fhall  therefore  give  the  quan¬ 
tities  of  Extradt  which  I  obtained 
from  three  ounces  of  the  decodtions 
of  the  rejiaua  in  the  frill,  left  after 
diflillation,  of  the  following  articles 
without  any  Sugar,  and  by  which 
their  proportions  to  one  another  may 
in  fome  meafure  appear.

Moreover,  the  juices  expreffed  from 
each  of  thefe  Articles  were  exhaled 
to  the  confidence  of  an  Extract  by  the 
heat  of  the  fteam  of  hot  water,  and 
being  kept  in  galley-pots,  covered 
with  a  bladder,  retained  their  genuine 
tafte  at  the  end  of  a  year  and  a  half, 
no  Sugar  being  added. 


To 
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To  thefe  add,  the  juice  of  Mul¬ 
berries,  prepared  in  the  fame  manner, 
by  the  authority  of  Daniel  Ludovicus . 

The  juice  alfo  of  the  Vaccinia  nigra , 
Black  Whorts ,  or  Whortle-berries ,  Hi- 
bernice  Fragnansf  ripe,  of  which  half 
a  pint  gave  of  Extradt,  of  a  grateful 
fweet-acid  taflie,  5  drachms,  iygrains; 
and  the  juice  of  Peaches ,  of  which  , 
half  a  pint  gave  of  Extract,  of  the 
native  grateful,  fweet-acid  tafte,  4 
drachms,  2  fcruples, 

Apples  alfo  may  be  preferved  for 
ufe  in  winter  and  other  feafons,  by 
being  put  whole  in  a  baker’s  oven 

1 

after  the  bread  is  taken  out,  and  this 
repeated  until  the  Apples  be  ihrivelled 
and  brown,  like  Pruens  dried ;  and 
thus  may  be  kept  a  whole  year,  being 

only 
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only  thus  deprived  of  their  phlegm, 
the  grateful  fweet-acid  tafte  remain¬ 
ing. 

Thefe  intimations  may  be  of  lingu¬ 
lar  fervice  in  practice  on  many  occa- 
fions ;  and  the  rather,  as  the  ufe  of 
Fruits  in  fevers  is  of  late  happily  re¬ 
vived. 


Of  Oils  and  Salts. 

I  PROCEED  next,  according  to 
the  order  of  the  preparations  defcribed 
in  the  London  Difpenfatorv,  to  .  thofe 
of  Oils  by  expreffion;  and  here  oc¬ 
curs,  firft : 

The  Oil  of  Muftard  by  expreffion, 
an  Oil  hitherto  commonly  fuppofed 
to  be  not  at  all  poffelTed  of  any  acri¬ 
mony. 
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rnony,  .  but  to  be  as  mild  as  Oil  of 
fweet  Almonds;  the  contrary  of  which 
hath  been  fhewn  by  the  late  Experi¬ 
ments. 

The  Oleum  Sinapinum  of  the  An¬ 
cients,  indeed,  was  made  by  fteeping 
the  feed  finely  pounded  in  warm 
water,  to  which  Oil  was  afterwards 
added;  and  then  what  was  prelfed  out 
from  this  mixture  was  called  Oil  of 
Muftard  ;  nor  did  the  Moderns  know 
any  other  by  this  name  than  fuch  a 
mild  one  as  above-mentioned,  as  ap¬ 
pears  by  the  Difpenfatories  of  both 
Colleges,  until  by  the  fagacity  of 
James  Ivory ,  Merchant,  in  Dublin ,  it 
was  difcovered,  that  by  means  of  fu- 
perior  preffure  an  Oil  might  be  ob¬ 
tained,  both  from  the  White  and  Com¬ 
mon  Muflard,  poffefled  of  the  acri¬ 
mony  of  the  feed,  even  by  the  fupe- 

rior 
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rior  preffure  of  a  wedge  on  the  feeds 
inclofedin  canvas  bags,  and  placed  be¬ 
tween  two  iron  plates  in  a  mill ;  and 
thus  by  the  force  of  this  ftrong  pref¬ 
fure  blending  the  effenlial  Oil  with 
the  common,  a  ftrong  fharp  Oil  is  ob¬ 
tained,  which  retained  its  acrimony 
at  the  end  of  two  years  after  it  was 
drawn,  and  undoubtedly  will  prove 
ufeful  to  many  good  purpofes  both  ex¬ 
ternally  and  internally. 


NEXT  to  Oils,  in  th e  London  Dif- 
penfatory,  fucceed  Salts  and  Salma ; 
and  among  the  reft,  the  Sal  catharticus 
Glauberi.  And  here  the  Sal de  Seignette? 
or  Sal  Rupellevfe ,  the  Rochelle  Salty  de¬ 
fences  confederation  as  a  commodious 
Purge,  being  a  compoiition  of  the 
Marine  Alcali  with  Cream  of  Tartar, 
fomewhat  like  the  SS art  arum  folubilcy 

but 
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but  preferable  to  it,  in  Being  not  liable 
to  grow  moift  as  that,  and  being  void 
of  the  naufeous  bitter  tafle  of  the  ' 
Glauber’s  Salt. 


Of  fever  al  Preparations  of  Cathar¬ 
tics,  in  both  Dfpenf atonies, 

THE  Infvfum  Sence  Commune  and 
Limoniatum  in  the  London  Difpenfa- 
tory  have  Cream  of  Tartar  and  Juice 

of  Lemons  in  their  compofition  j  that 

■  ✓ 

of  Edinburgh  is  prepared  with  Ta¬ 
marinds  and  Cream  of  Tartar.  Now, 
whatever  may  be  the  effect  of  thefe 
Acids  in  taking  away  the  naufeoufnefs 
of  the  Sena,  as  Acids  they  hinder  the 
extraction  of  its  tinCture,  and  confe- 
quently  its  purgative  operation,  which 
refides  partly  in  a  mucilaginous  and 
partly  in  a  matter  approaching  to  oil 


or 


I 
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or  refin  ;  for  Lemon-juice  deftroys 
the  tinCture  of  Sena  in  water*  and 
Cream  of  Tartar  hinders  it  from  giving 
forth  its  tindture  to  water ;  and  other 
Acids*  as  Vinegar,  Verjuice,  and  Cyder, 
have  the  like  effedt,  even  in  propor¬ 
tion  te  their  acidity ;  and  French 
Claret  fcarce  extracted  any  tincture  at 
all  from  it:  On  the  contrary.  Salt  of 
Tartar  immediately  expedites  and  ad¬ 
vances  the  tindture  of  Sena  ;  but  Sack 
and  Port  Wine,  Mead,  Beer,  and  Ale 
(in  all  which  the  acid  is  greatly  en -»■ 
veloped)  extracted  deeper  tinctures 
from  it  than  either  W ater  or  Rhenifh 
Wine,  or  French  White  Wine,  the 
more  oily  fermented  liquors  being 
better  adapted  to  the  extraction  of 
the  oily  or  reiinous  matter  than 
either  water,  or  water  combined  with 
an  Acid;  and  confequently  the  infu- 
fions  of  Sena  in  both  Difpenfatories  are 

M  ,  not 
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not  calculated  for  the  improvement  on 
the  efficacy  of  the  Medicine*  but  ra¬ 
ther  to  gratify  the  palate. 

But  after  all*  perhaps  the  beft  me¬ 
thod  of  giving  Sena  is  to  infufe  it  in 
a  larger  proportion  of  liquor  than  in 
either  of  the  Difpenfatories,  as  in  the 
Ptifana  Cathartic  a  in  Bate;  where  not 
above  a  fcruple  is  ordered  to  half  a 
pint  of  Water,  concerning  which  he 
fays,  “  quinquies  aut  fexies  movere  rar$ 
“faffit”

The  feveral  preparations  of  Aloes 
are  not  lefs  worthy  to  be  confidered, 
concerning  which  the  following  ob- 
fervations  were  moftly  communicated 
by  the  fagacious  Apothecary  above- 
named,  and  one  of  the  firft  who  point¬ 
ed  out  the  effedts  of  Gums  and  Mu¬ 
cilages 
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tilages  in  dilTolving  refinous  fub- 
ftances. 

The  Lindhira  facra  in  the  London 
Difpenfatory  wants  precifion  in  regard 
to  the  Wine*  or  ordering  White  Wine 
indefinitely  inftead  of  Spanith  Wine;

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~  Here  we  fee,  that  of  thefe  feveral 
menftrua  the  worft  is  French  White 
Wine,  diffolving  the  leaft  proportion 
of  the  Aloes ;  but  rectified  Spirit  is 
the  moft  complete  menftruum,  which 
entirely  deftroys  the  tenacity  of  the 
Aloes,  and  deprives  it  of  its  tafte.  The 
fame  perfon  apprehending  that  the  ill 
effects  fometimes  attending  Aloes,  fuch 
as  the  Gripes  and  Piles,  may  be  owing 
to  its  tenacity,  made  divers  experi¬ 
ments  in  order  to  correct  this  quality, 
viz.  with  Salt  of  Tartar,  Caftile  Soap, 
Loaf  Sugar,  Honey,  Sheep’s  Gall,  and 
the  Yolk  of  an  Egg,  and  found  that 
Salt  of  Tartar  was  the  moft  effectual 
in  taking  away  this  cohefive  quality, 
and  recommends  the  following  Pills 
or  Pafte.  Aloes  1  ounce,  Sal  Tartari 
1  drachm,  ob.  Anifi  gtt.  xxx  Mifce . 
He  has  alfo  found  another  fubftance 
effectual  for  the  fame  purpofe,  as 

■he 
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the  following  experiment :  To  1 
drachm  of  Gum  Arabic  were  put  two 
tea-fpoonfuls  of  Water  in  order  to 
make  a  thick  mucilage  ;  to  which  was 
added,  1  drachm  of  Aloes  powdered: 
this  mixture  was  rubbed  in  a  mortar 
with  2  ounces  of  river  water,  and  the 
Aloes  was  diffolved,  and  entirely  loft 
its  tenacity.

The  Tinctures  of  Rhubarb  may 
alfo  admit  of  fome  improvements, 
viz. 

The  vinous  T-indrure  in  the  London 
Difpenfatory  is  ordered  to  be  made 
with  White  Wine  indefinitely,  inftead 
of  Spanilh  Wine;  and  that  this  is  pre¬ 
ferable  to  Rhenifti  and  other  liquors 
partaking  of  an  acid,  appears  from 
hence,  that  thefe  draw  much  weaker 
tin&ures  from  Rhubarb  than  do 

M  3  Sack 
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Sack  and  Mead,  in  which  the  acid  is 
inyeloped.  And  if  the  Tindure  be 
made  with  proof  fpirits,  as  it  is  in 
the  Difpenfatory  of  'Edinburgh  1774, 
that  from  Malt,  which  in  all  experi¬ 
ments  fliews  a  lefs  degree  of  acidity 
than  Rum  or  Brandy,  draws  a  deeper 
tindure. 


Of  the  Ufes  of  Lime  Water,  as  a 
Menstruum. 

THAT  LimeW ateris  a  more  power¬ 
ful  Menf!:ruurn  than  Spirit  of  Wine, 
diffolving  refins,  mucous  fubftances, 
and  oils  both  vegetable  and  animal, 
fome  of  which  are  not  affeded  by 
Spirits  of  Wine,  is  allowed;  but  upon 
what  principle  this  is  effeded  was  not 
difcovered  till  of  late,  that  is,  by  the 
Lime  attrading  the  fixed  air;  the  vin¬ 
culum  cohcefionis  in  thofe  fubftances, 

of 
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of  which  I  now  proceed  to  enumerate 
feveral  inftances,  being  of  fuch  pre¬ 
parations,  as  may  well  deferve  a  place 
in  any  future  Pharmacopoeia ,  from  Dr. 
Macbride s*  Experiments. 

I.  To  the  Lindiura  Guaiacina  Vo - 
1  at  ills  of  the  London  Difpenfatory  may 
be  fubftituted  the  following  prepara¬ 
tion  :  Let  the  Refin  of  Guaiacum  be 
rubbed  with  equal  parts  of  Quick¬ 
lime,  and  afterwards  mixed  with  a 
proper  quantity  of  Lime-water,  which 
will  give  a  complete  folution  of  it, 

II.  In  the  Aqua  Calcis  magis  com - 
pojita  and  ?ninus  compofita  of  the  Lon¬ 
don  Difpenfatory,  it  is  to  be  obferved, 
that  the  Guaiacum  and  SafTafras  con¬ 
tain  much  fixed  air;  which  in  this

M  4  pre- 
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preparation  is  abforbed  by  the  Lime 
Water;  and  by  this  means  the  Lime 
returns  to  the  ftate  of  an  inert  calca¬ 
reous  earth ;  and  therefore,  if  there 
be  any  dependance  on  the  virtues  of 
Quick  Lime,  as  indeed  there  gene¬ 
rally  is,  this  fnould  be  added  in  the 
preparation. 


III.  The  julepum  e  Camphor  a  of  the 
London  Difpenfatory  may  be  thus  im¬ 
proved  :  R.  Camphora ,  gi.

N.  B.  Thefe  Tin&ures  made  with 
Lime  Water  have  this  lingular  ad¬ 
vantage,  That  the  diliolved  bodies  are 
not  precipitated  on  the  admixture  of 
watery  liquids,  as  thofe  made  with 
Spirits  of  Wine.

Under  the  Article  of  Mixtures  in 
the  London  Difpenfatory  we  meet  with 
the  Lac  Ammoniac!,  to  which  might 
profitably  be  fubjoined  two  other  pre¬ 
parations,  viz.  from  Myrrh,  and  from 
Olibanum,  both  Gum-Refins,  as  well 
as  that  called  Gum  Ammoniac ;  and 
confequently  a  Lac  Myrrbce  may  be 
prepared,  poffeffing  the  whole  fub- 
ftance,  and  confequently  virtues  of 
Myrrh  in  a  liquid  form ;  for  if  Myrrh 

be 
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be  beaten  in  a  mortar  with  water,  it 
makes  an  emulfion  containing  both 
the  gum  and  refin  of  Myrrh,  and 
as  fuch  is  preferable  to  that  prepared 
with  fpirit. 

In  like  manner  may  a  Lac  Olibani 
be  prepared,  this  being  alfo  a  Gum- 
Reiin,  which  by  triture  in  water  will 
make  an  emulfion,  by  which  it  is 
diftinguifhed  from  the  Lhusfoeminmum 
or  Common  Frankincenfe ;  this  laft 
being  a  true  Refin  of  the  Pine,  dif- 
folving  entirely  in  redtiiied  Spirits. 
To  thefe  may  be  added  an  emulfion 
from  Gamboge ,  which  alfo  belongs  to 
the  clafs  of  Gum-Refins,  and  which  I 
have  often  given  in  this  form  in 
dropfical  cafes,  being  rubbed  with 
diftilled  water  and  fugar. 


Next 
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Next  in  order  fucceeds  in  the  Lon- 
dk/zDifpenfatory  the  article  of  Syrups : 
and  i .  That  of  the  Syrupus  ex  Althcea . 
Here  the  quantity  of  the  root  is 
too  large  in  both  Difpenfatories,  and 
the  boiling  is  too  long  protracted ; 
for  whereas  both  the  London  and 
Edinburgh  order  it  to  be  boiled  to  the 
confumption  of  half  the  water,  my 
experiencedOperator  abovenamed  finds 
that  one  ounce  of  very  thinly  diced 
frefh-dug  root  to  a  quart  ^nd  half  a 
pint  of  water,  viz.  a  far  lefs  quantity 
of  the  root  than  in  either  of  the  Dif¬ 
penfatories,  and  giving  it  what  he  calls 
one  boil  and  no  more,  and  letting  it 
Hand  all  night,  and  adding  next  morn¬ 
ing  as  much  fugar  as  will  give  it  the 
confidence  of  a  Syrup,  will  exceed 
that  made  by  the  ufual  long  boiling  in 
tenacity  (the  quality  for  which  this 

Medi- 
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Medicine  is  valued).  Mucilages  lofing 
much  of  their  tenacity  by  long  boil¬ 
ing.  To  this  add,  the  great  wafte  of 
the  root  by  the  far  too  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  it  to  the  water.  He  acknow¬ 
ledges  indeed,  that  the  fyrup  made  in 
his  method  is  more  apt  to  grow 
mouldy;  however,  as  it  is  preferable 
as  a  medicine  for  its  fuperior  mucila¬ 
ginous  quality,  this  may  be  prevented 
by  making  lefs  at  a  time. 

II.  In  the  Synipus  Balf amicus  the 
London  Difpenfatory  orders  a  long  de- 
co&ion  of  the  Balfam  in  water,  which 
extracts  little  of  the  Balfam,  but  chiefly 
the  acid  Salt,  the  proper  menftruum 
for  the  Balfam  being  rectified  Spirit; 
and  therefore  the  Tindture  prepared 
therewith  is  added  in  the  Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory  to  common  fyrup,  and 

preferves 
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preferves  the  virtue  of  the  Balfam  erf* 
tire. 

The  Unguent  urn  ex  Althcea  in  the 
London  Difpenfatory  is  another  in- 
itance  of  error  in  compofition;  for 
whereas  the  Oleum  e  Mucilaginibus 
derives  its  name  from  the  Mucilages, 

o  7 

one  of  its  ingredients,  there  is  no 
'dependance  on  it  as  a  mucilaginous 
medicine,  nor  confequently  on  either 
of  thefe  compofttions ;  recent  obferva- 
tions  having  fhewn  it  to  be  a  palpa¬ 
ble  error  to  attempt  to  diffolve  Muci¬ 
lages  in  expreffea  Oils  by  the  method 
here  laid  down,  where  not  only  the 
roots  and  feeds  are  ordered  to  be  boiled 
half  an  hour,  but  to  be  boiled  again 
when  the  oil  is  added,  even  to  the  con- 
fumption  of  the  watery  moifture  ;  for 
when  all  the  water  is  evaporated,  the 
Mucilage  forms  itfelf  into  grumous, 

gummy 
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gummy  particles,  which  afterwards 
are  thrown  away  with  the  foeces. 

I  Ihall  conclude  thefe  remarks  by 
eonfldering  how  far  the  celebrated 
Elixir  Vitrioli  (on  which  great  flrefs 
is  laid  as  a  bracer,  from  a  fuppofed 
union  of  the  Aromatic  Oils  to  the 
Vitriolic  Acid)  may  be  deemed  a  con¬ 
gruous  mixture,  which  the  following 
Experiments  of  the  above-named  Au¬ 
thor  will  help  to  determine  ; 

I.  To  one  part  of  Oil  of  Vitriol  were 
added  four  parts  of  Water,  inftead  of 
pure  Oil  of  Vitriol,  in  both  Diipen- 
fatories. 

This  was  poured  on  the  \ TinStura 
Aromatica  made  with  ftrong  Spirit  of 
Wine,  upon  which  there  enfued  a 
great  coagulation  and  precipitation. 

II.  Spirit  us 
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II.  Spiritus  Vitrioli  dole  is  was  poured 
on  the  Eindhira  aromatica  made  with 
proof  Spirit,  as  in  the  Elixir  Vitrioli 
dulce ;  and  there  enfued  a  coagulum 
and  precipitation  in  this  alfo,  tho* 
much  lefs  than  in  the  preceding  Ex¬ 
periment,  fo  that  there  was  fo  much 
of  the  aromatic  Oil  fufpended  as  to 
be  fenfible  to  the  palate.- 

From  thefe  Experiments  it  appears, 
that  the  Union  of  the  aromatic  Oils 
to  Spirit  of  Wine,  is  hindered  by  the 
Acid  of  Vitriol  in  proportion  to  the 
ftrength  of  this  Acid  having  the 
ftronger  attraction  to  the  Phlogifton  * 
and  this  is  further  confirmed  by  an 
appearance  often  obferved  in  the  Elixir 
Vitrioli  Acidum ,  prepared  with  Oil  of 
Vitriol,  viz.  which,  after  it  has  been 
fome  time  made,  lets  fall  a  fediment 
which  is  a  combination  of  theVitriolic 

Acid 
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acid  and  aromatic  Oil,  from  the  fupe- 
rior  attraction  of  the  Vitriolic  Acid 
to  the  aromatic  Oil,  than  that  of  Spirit 
of  Wine  to  the  aromatic  Oil, 

N.  B.  This  compofition  feems  to 
refemble,  and  is  illuftrated  by,  what 
occurs  in  the  bowels  of  the  Earth  in 
the  generation  of  Amber,  Bitumen, 
and  Sulphur,  being  combinations  of 
the  Vitriolic  Acid  and  Mineral  Oil. 

Upon  the  whole,  this  feparation  of 
the  aromatic  Oil  from  the  Spirit,  by 
means  of  the  Acid,  appears  fo  far  to 
render  the  Elixir  Vitrioli  Acidum  an 
incongruous  mixture,  as  to  make  it, 
at  lead:  by  time,  little  more  than  Oil 
of  Vitriol  fweetened  by  Spirit  of  Wine; 
and  even  That  prepared  with  dulcified 
Spirit,  is  alfd  liable  to  fome  degree  of 
the  fame  inconvenience,  viz.  a  fubfe- 

N  quent 
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quent  precipitation  of  the  aromatic 
Oil. 

Of  this  the  College  of  Edinburgh 
in  their  Difpenfatory  feem  to  have 
been  fenfible,  and  therefore  order  their 
Elixir  Vitrioli  Acidum  to  be  prepared . 
•with  a  lefs  proportion  of  the  acid  than 
in  the  Elixir  Vitrioli  Acidum  of  the 
London  Difpenfatory. 


THE  following  Remarks  point¬ 
ing  out  fome  further  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  errors,  from  another  judicious 
and  experienced  Operator,  having 
fince  been  communicated,  I  ihall  here 
add  them,  as  worthy  of  attention  in  the 
compiling  any  future  Pharmacopoeia.

The  Edinburgh  College  give  an  ela¬ 
borate  procefs,  viz.  firft,  to  bruife  the 
Gum,  and  then  to  macerate  it  in  hot 
water  24  hours  ;  which  is  a  needlefs 
trouble :  for,  befides  that  this  Gum 
is  very  tough  and  difficult  to  powder, 
it  will  diffolve  completely  in  5  or  6 
hours  in  cold  water.

Is  ordered  to  be  made  with  recti¬ 
fied  Spirit ;  but  Proof  Spirit  is  a  bet¬ 
ter  Menftruum,  as  the  College  of 
London  have  ordered;  the  Caftor  yield¬ 
ing  not  only  to  fpirituous,  but  partly 
to  watery  Menftrua,  and  affording 
a  ftrong  and  elegant  tinClure  to  Lime 
Water,  as  is  above  obferved,

In  the  Edinburgh  Difpenfatory  is 
ordered  to  be  made  with  the  dry  herb, 
contrary  to  the  general  and  better 
cufiom  of-  preparing  it  from  the  green 
herb  when  in-  perfection  and  flower, 
and  without  any  maceration ;  altho’ 
this  laft  be  ordered- in  the  London 
as  well  as  Edinburgh  Difpenfatory. 
The  Procefs  for  making  the  Spirltu-s

volatilis  aromaticuS)  both  in  th t  London 
and  Edinburgh  Difpenfatory,  is  very  ex¬ 
ceptionable  ;  for,  befides  that  the  Oils 
are  frequently  adulterated,  they  will 
not  diffolve  perfectly  in  any  Spirit 
in  which  there1  is  the  leaf!  portion  of 
Phlegm  ;  of  which  the  Sp.  Sails  Am - 
moniaci  vinofus ,  in  the  Edinburgh  Dif¬ 
penfatory  ;  and  the  Sp .  Sails  Ammo¬ 
niac  i  dulcisy  in  .the  London-,  contains  a 
large  quantity  :  and  accordingly,  when 
the  Oils  are  firft  added  to  the  Spirit, 


even. 
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even  fuppofing  them  pure,  they  turn 
milky,  and  after  fome  time  red  ;  and 
therefore  the  old  practice  of  making 
this  Spirit  is  the  bed:,  viz.  to  diflil 
it  with  a  few  feledt  aromatic  herbs 
inftead  of  their  Oils,  which  are  too 

often  adulterated.

In  the  Syrupus  de  Spina  cervina ,  the 
Edinburgh  College  in  1 774  have  omit¬ 
ted  the  Aromatics  as  Correctors,  tho’ 
the  College  of  1735  add  Oil  of  Cloves 
to  it;  and  that  of  London ,  Cinnamon, 
Ginger,  and  Nutmegs-. 

In  the  EleBuarium  lertitivum ,  the 
Edinburgh  College  have  omitted  the 
moft  ufeful  ingredients,  the  Caffia  and 
Tamarinds  ;  retaining  only  the  Sena 
and  the  pulp  of  Pruens,  which  makes 
a  difagreeable  medicine,  and  apt  to 
ferment,

The  Pilule?  Aloeticce  are  far  from 
being  an  improvement  of  the  Pilulce 
Aloeticce  in  the  Difpenfatory  1756.

There  is  yet  another  ufefal  im¬ 
provement  which  does  honour  to  the 
Moderns,  and  ought  not  to  be  fup- 

preffed  in  lilence,  but  is  worthy  of 
a  place  among  the  Preparatories  Sim - 
pliciores ,  or  may  be  annexed  to  them., 
viz.  the  rendering  Balfams,  Refins, 
and  undtuous  fubftances  mifcible  with 
water  by  means  of  Mucilages  :  thus 
the  Balfam  of  Copivi,  Peru,  Tolu,

I T  will  not  be  ufelefs,  in  the  next 
place,  efpecially  as  the  late  'Edinburgh 

Difpenfatory  has  been  filent  upon 

*  y  ■ 

this  head,  to.  make  a  few  obfervations 
on  the  proper  time  for  collecting 
Roots,  becaufe  a  neglect  of  this  mat¬ 
ter  may  prove  a  means  of  depriving 
them  of  their  credit  in  refpect  to 
the  virtues  attributed  to  them,  merely 

O  3  _  for 
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for  want  of  the  taking  them  up 
at  the  time  when  they  are  in  their 
greateR  perfection.  Thus,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  obfervation  of  the  above- 
mentioned  fagacious  Apothecary,  the 
Arum  root,  an  ingredient  in  the  Pul- 
As  Ari  compojitus  (a  medicine  of  great 
activity,  if  prepared  from  this  root 
got  in  its  moR  perfeCt  Rate),  if  it  be 
dug  in  fpring  (as,  he  fays,  it  often  is 
with  us)  it  will  foon  lofe  its  Acri¬ 
mony  and  become  effete ;  not  from 
✓ 

the  great  volalitity  of  its  parts,  which 
from  Experiment  appears  to  be  lefs 
than  in  the  Antifcorbutics,  as  Horfe- 
radifh  and  Scurvy- Grafs,  but  from 
the  imperfeCt  Rate  in  which  it  is  found 
at  that  feafon  of  the  year;  for  the 
roots  are  then  in  a  withering  Rate,  and 
at  the  fame  time  new  ones  are  form¬ 
ing,  which  new  ones  are  not  per¬ 
fected  until  the  latter  part  of  fum- 

mer  : 
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mer :  for  when  the  (talks  are  wither¬ 
ing,  i.  e.  about  the  end  of  Auguft  or 
beginning  of  September,  the  new 
roots  become  large  and  turgid,  and  if 
taken  up  at  this  feafon,  and  carefully 
dried  and  preferved,  will  retain  their 
acrimony  till  the  return  of  the  feafon, 
as  the  abovenamed  perfon  allured 
me. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  fome  degree  of 
certainty  in  this  matter,  having  learnt 
from  Grew  and  Ray  that  the  Pvoot  of 
Arum ,  and  feveral  of  the.  Perennial 
plants,  is  formed  by  the  yearly  de¬ 
ice  nt  of  the  ftalk,  which  is  gradually 
tranfmuted  into  a  Root  ;  I  dug  up 
one  of  the  P^oots  of  Arum  in  March, 
which  I  found  to  confift  of  three  dif¬ 
ferent  parts,  viz.  the  fir  ft,  which  was 
next  the  Stalk,  was  white  and  fuccu- 
lent,  being  the  rudiments  of  a  root 

O  4  not 
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not  yet  perfectly  formed,  and  the  pro^ 
duCtion  of  the  prefent  year ;  the  fecond 
was  brown,  and  beginning  to  fhrivel, 
being  the  production  of  the  laft  year; 
the  third  was  entirely  fhrivelled,  and 
wafted  to  an  inconfiderable  bulk,  and 
was  ready  to  drop  off,  having  been  the 
production  of  the  firft  year  ;  whereas 
the  production  of  the  prefent  year  ar-? 
rives  at  its  due  maturity  at  the  latter 
end  of  fummer.-

There  are  two  other  Roots,  which 
may  alfo  be  in  danger  of  lofing  part 
of  the  credit  due  to  them,  by  means  of 
the  fame  negleCt  of  the  proper  time 
of  gathering  them,  viz.  the  Water- 
Dock  and  the  Valerian . 

As  to  the  firft,  we  not  only  have 
the  authority  of  Miller ,  in  his  Gar¬ 
dener  s  Didlionary  for  taking  up  the 
4.1  f  i  Roots 
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Roots  of  the  Lapatha  in  general  after 
the  leaves  are  decayed,  but  upon  ftridt 
pbervations  made  here,  it  appears  that 
the  Autumn  is  the  proper  feafon  for  it : 
for  upon  a  comparifon  made  between 
thofe  roots  that  had  been  taken  up  in 
Spring,  with  thofe  that  had  been  taken 
up  in  Autumn,  the  firft  were  remark¬ 
able  for  being  more  watery,  lefs  ftrong 
and  firm,  and  wafted  more  in  the 
drying  ;  and  confequently  the  procur¬ 
ing  them  at  the  proper  feafon  muft 
redound  more  to  the  profits  of  the 
Apothecary,  as  well  as  furnifti  him 
with  the  root  intrinfically  ftronger  and 
better.  So  the  root  of  Valerian  ought 
to  betaken  up  in  Autumn;  That  taken 
up  in  May,  upon  comparifons  accu¬ 
rately  made,  being  more  watery,  lefs 
ftrong,  and  lefs  fetid,  than  that  taken 
up  in  September  and  Odober  :  alfo,  I 
caufed  this  root  to  be  taken  up  in 

July. 
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July,  in  Auguft,  and  in  September, 
and  found  that  which  had  been  taken 
up  in  July  to  confift  of  fmall  fibres, 
that  in  Auguft  of  larger,  and  that  in 
September  much  larger. 

So  the  root  of  one  of  the  Orchis's , 
from  whence  a  liquor  like  Salep  may 
be  prepared,  is  bed:  taken  up  for  this 
purpofe  when  the  feed  is  formed,  and 
the  ftalk  ready  to  fall ;  for  then  the 
Bulb  is  arrived  to  its  full  maturity, 
and  may  be  known  from  the  old  one, 
whofe  ftrength  is  fpent  by  the  pre¬ 
ceding  germination. 

The  Author  laft  named  alfo  men¬ 
tions  as  a  well  known  practice,  that  the 
proper  feafon  for  collecting  mod  of 
the  bulbous  tuberous  roots,  and  pre- 
ferving  them,  whether  for  medical  or 
culinary  ufe,  is  either  at  the  latter  end 

of 
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of  Summer  or  in  Autumn,  viz.  when 
the  Stalk  and  Leaves  are  decaying 
as  in  Garlic,  Onions,  Potatoes,  Car¬ 
rots,  Skirrets,  Liquorice,  Madder,  and 
Tragopogon :  fo  that  the  Gardener 
who  fhould  choofe  to  take  up  his 
Potatoes  for  the  ufe  of  the  table  early 
in  the  Summer,  when  the  plant  is  in 
vigour,  but  the  root  in  a  crude  and 
watery  ftate  ;  rather  than  wait  till  Au¬ 
tumn,  when  it  acquires  that  farinace¬ 
ous  quality  oil  which  its  excellence 
depends ;  would  not  be  a  worfe  ceco- 
nomift  than  that  Apothecary  who 
fhould  take  up  the  Roots  of  Arum , 
and  the  others  mentioned,  in  Spring, 
or  the  height  of  Summer,  before  they 
arrived  to  maturity.

Rubiae  tincSorum  •  rad.  tinges  the 
Urine  and  Bones  of  Animals,  and  the 
Crvftalline  and  Vitreous  humors,  of  a 
red  colour;  and  Etmuller  obferved  the 
fweat  to  have  been  yellow  upon  the 
ufe  of  it. 
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
